HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to the electors of the State for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for 
Representatives 


and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amendment, 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 
SECTION 1. AmendmentNo.il 


to the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 
The General Assembly shall pro 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including ai
